.trom the returns obtained by (be enumerators of agricultural statisties it appears 
fcbat there wore in .Juno ol this year I 1,730 persons (including 14 females) who had 
cither left or intended to leave their homes to seek employment as agrieultural labourers 
elsewhere. 01 those, 3,(582 bad not left their homes at the time of the enumeration. The 
corresponding number for 1882 was 1 0,83(5, showing a decrease of 2,05(5 or 12*2 per cent. 

from tlic returns collected by the enumerators of emigrants at Irish ports, together 
with the information furnished by the authorities of the Midland Great Western 
itai (way, it would appear that 3(5,1 1 (5 agricultural labourers travelled as passengers 
journeying to seek employment at a distance from their homes. (Jon mitring these 

figures with those for 1882, it appears there is an increase of 429. 

In the Midland Great Western .Hailway returns a similar increase is observed, for in 
3 8S3 2 1, 122 harvestmen were carried by the Company, whereas in 1883 there were 
22,111, or (389 more than in the previous year, 'flic number of harvestmen who 
travelled over this line m 1 881 was 2(5,307, in 1880 if was 27,(559, in 1879 it was 22,679, 
in 1878 it was 23,880, and in 1877 the number was 23,2(50. 

A similar discrepancy to that observed in 1881 and .1.882 between the results obtained 
Jjy the two methods is also observable in the statistics for 1883. 

It has been ascertained that a considerable number of the agricultural labourers 
who migrate annually to England pay two visits. This is an element which it is irupos- 
• n iL<: V u J at<il 3' eliminate from the emigration ami railway returns. On inquiry at the 
Midland Great Western Hail way I have been informed that, “ about 2,000 go twice 
each year, and that, “a largo number remain in the counties near Dublin.” 

The numbers returned by the agricultural enumerators apparently (as mentioned in 
fcho Jieport lor 1 881), represent those who habitually purs no the avocation of migratory 
agricultural labourers. 

A review of the returns furnished by the agricultural enumerators shows that the 
total number of t-lioso in Ireland who pursued this particular kind of employment 
was, in the year 1 883, 1 4,780, or at the rato of 2’9 per 1,000 of the population according 
to the Census of J88 I. 
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As in previous Reports, the chief points of interest with regard to migratory 
ao-ricultural labourers may be dealt with under the following heads : — 

I. Their distribution in Ireland when at home. 

II. Their relative proportion to the population : — 

(a.) To the total population ; 

(b.) To the adult male population. 

III. Their social position when at home as measured by the extent of their holdings, 

if any. 

IV. Their destination.

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More than three-fourths of the entire number, namely, 11,176, are natives of the Province 
of Connaught Of these, 7, 16!) come from the county of Mayo alone, which countv 
furnishes nearly one-half of all the Irish migratory labourers. The railway returns point 
to a similar conclusion, as the persons who travelled on “harvestmen's tickets” from 
the Railway stations situated in that county amount to 1G.09G, or nearly one-half 
of the number returned by the railway authorities and emigration enumerators 
combined. In 1.841 Mayo, as pointed out in the Report lor 1880, was the principal 
source of these migratory labourers. The number from Mayo in 1881 was but 
slightly different from that in 1880 and corresponds closely with the number for 
1841, when it was 10,430, or 312 less than in 1881. It must not be forgotten that 
many who shirt from Mayo stations on the Midland (treat Western Itailway are 
natives of Sligo and Uni way. The 7,1 G!) returned on “ Form M,” Agricultural Statistics 
were distributed among the various poor law unions in Mayo ; the principal beinv 
Swinelbrd, 3,012; Castlebar, l,25G; Claremorris, 1,00 1, the numbers being much 
smaller for the other unions (see 'Table II. and 'lable in Appendix). The numbers 
furnished by the other counties of Connaught arc Cal way, 1,591 ; Roscommon 1 197 • 
Sligo, 742; Leitrim, .017. 

The next province in importance, as to the supply of migratory labourers, is Ulster 
The total number furnished by Ulster is 2,807, of 'these, 1 '3 1 4 (or nearly one-half) are 
natives of the county of Donegal. The numbers furnished by the various Poor Law 
Unions in this county were— -Clou ties, 398 ; Duiifanaghy, 340; Mi II ford, 238 ; Iuishowen, 
190, the other unions furnishing hut small numbers. It will ho observed that the 
numbers for the four unions named make a total of I,1G6, showing that nearly all the 
migratory labourers of Do i legal find nearly half of fill Irom Ulster fire natives of the 
very limited area, along tlie Donegal coast comprised in these four unions. Of the 
Ulster counties the next in order to Donegal is Armagh, which furnishes 535, of 
whom 247 are natives of the No wry, 1,50 ol the Armagh, and I IG el' the Castleblayney 
union, making 51.3 Irom those three unions alone. The county ol" Down furnishes 
2GH ; Tyrone, 171 ; Monaghan, 181 ; Cavan, 152 ; Londonderry, |'(>9 ; Antrim, 84; and 
Formal lag’ll, 43. 

I ho province ol Leinster furnishes only 113 migratory labourers. Those are 
principally natives of the counties ol Louth, Longford, and Meath, which respectively 
furnish 138, 132, and 53, or about two-thirds of the. whole number (i 'oin this province. 
.Lho numbers furnished by the other counties of Leinster are very small, ranging from 
35 iu Kilkenny to 1 in Carlow. There are no migratory labourers from Wicklow. 

I lie province of Munster furnishes 834 or about three fourths of the number from 
1 joins tor. they are distributed as follows, among the various counties : — Kerry, 14S ; 

Cork, 120 ; Tipperary, 18 ; Waterford, 28 ; Limerick, 13 ; Clare, 7. 

Comparing the foregoing analysis with the corresponding returns fur the year 1882 
it will bo observed that while the total number of migratory labourers has diminished 
by 2,050, tlio decrease is by no moans equally distributed. in the province of 
Leinster the numbers show a doorcase of loo, or 2(r4 per cent. ; in Munster of 23, or 
G ’4 pev cent. In these two provinces the numbers were so small in 1882 and 1883 
that they could not have any appreciable eH’ect on the social condition of the labouring 
classes or on the labour market,. In Ulster a diminution is also found. The number 
in 1882 was 3,4.03, while in 1883 it is 2,857, showing a decrease of 59G, or 17’3 per 
cent. A decrease of 280 occurred in Donegal, which county is the chief residence of the 
migratory labourers ol Ulster. On referring to the figures for ( loiinauglit, it is found that 
the numbers rose from 15,774 in 1880 to '10,410 in' 1881, foil to 12,507 in 1882, and to 
1 1 , J 7 G in 1883, showing a doorcase of 1,83 1, or 1 (Wiper cent., compared with the numbers 
for 1882. It thus appears that a large number of the inhabitants of Connaught still 
pursue the avocation of migratory labourers, while in film rest of Ireland the steady 
decrease of this method of earning wages which has been going on for many years still 
continues. Mayo still heads the list with the largest number, and shows the largest 
decrease compared with the previous year. 

II- — Th# proportion winch the migratory labourers hear to the population resident 
in the districts from which they come is a matter of more importance than tlio absolute 
nunibor from auy particular area. In Table I. the proportion of migratory labourers 
per 1,000 of the population in 1 881. is given. It will be observed that the proportion 
for the whole of Ireland is but 2'9 per 1,000, but when considered by provinces it is 
found that the proportion in Connaught in 13’G per 1,000, in Ulster it is l ’6, and in 
Loinstor arid Munster but 0’3. 

A more exact analysis of the numbers furnished by Connaught shows that in Mayo 
tho proportion of migratory labourers to tho population reached tlio largo number of 
29-2 per 1,000 ; in .Roscommon it was 9-0 ; in Sligo, G’7 ; in Galway, G’4 ; in Leitrim, 5 ’7. 
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In Ulster, the proportion reached 6 ‘4 in Donegal, but in all other counties it was under 
3-0 per 1,000 except Armagh, where it reached 3 ‘3. 

In Leinster the only counties where the number exceeded 1 per 1,000 were 
Lone-ford and Louth, where the ratios were 2-2, and 1'8 respectively. 

In all the counties of Munster the numbers were so small that they were not likely 
to have any important general effect. , _ , .

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The proportion of migratory labourers to the adult male population is an important 
element. This is shown in Table II L, and the results are still more striking than 
•when the numbova are viewed merely in relation to the total population. 

In this statement Mayo appears in a still more remarkable light for it is found that 
no less than 12'!) per cent, of the adult male population usually seek employment at a 
distance from their homos. In no other county in Ireland does the proportion reach 
5 per cent. 

. Roscommon the proportion is 3'6 per cont; in Galway, 2*6 ; in Donegal, 2*5; 
m Leitrim, 2'3 ; in Sligo, 2*8 ; in Armagh, 1*3 ; in no other county does it reach 
1 per cent.

It appears that 777 per cent, sought work in England, KIT) per cent, in Scotland, 
and 5 '8 per cent, in Ireland. 

A comparison of the provinces shows that in Leinster of the 413 labourers, 250 sought 
employment in Great Britain, and 168, or 39*5 per cent., in Ireland. 

In Munster, of the 334 labourers 120 sought work in Great Britain, and 214, or 64*1 
per cent., merely migrated to other parts of Ireland. 

In Ulster, of the 2,857 labourers 2,505 sought work in Great Britain (835 in England, 
and 1,070 in Scotland), while .352, or 12 - 3 pm* cent., sought employment in Ireland. 

In Connaught, of the 11,176, 11,046 sought work in Great Britain (only 709 of these 
in Scotland), and but 130, or 1*2 per cent, in other parts of Ireland.
